Very few senators were absent, 
and every seat in the galleries was 
held with

Rr.tes of Com m ission.

A GOOD IDEA O F SPACE. 


It Ta iilrea hr a C o n te m p la tio n o f th * 
S ta r Stigm a D r a g o n la. 
Stars or planets are said to be “fli­ 
ed” when they are separated from ns 
by a distance so great that a change 
lo their orbits makes no perceptible 
difference 
lu 
their 
issdtlons, 
even 
though such “fixed” bodies may travel 
an orbit 100,000.000 miles in elrcum- 
ftree re in the course of a year. These 
“flied” stars may be only a few paltry 
millions of miles away or they may be 
billions or even trillions of miles from 
the pygmy planet upon which we have 
our being. The most distant of all the 
orbs, as far as astronomers know, is 
the flied star Sigma Drsconia, which is 
separated from us by a distance ao 
great that millions and Miltons of 
miles are only as Inches aud feet com­ 
pared to the miles which Intervene be­ 
tween our earth anil the sun. Astron­ 
omers are noted ‘for their propensities 
for indicating stellar distances with 
robust aud well developed strings of 
figures, but In the case of Sigma Dra­ 
cone the distance Is so great that fig­ 
ures fall to give any conception what­ 
ever. 
Light travels at the rate of 186,330 
miles per second, and, reckoning the 
day at twenty-three hours flfty-st* 
minutes aud four seconds in length 
and the year at 305V4 days, an astro­ 
nomical light year will equal 5,861,008,- 
148,330 miles. The above figures, which 
represent the distance which light will 
travel in a year, when multiplied by 
TZO give us the distance to Blgma Dra- 
conls. or, In other words and figures, 
that star Is 120 light years, or 756,000, 
OOO,000,000,OOO.OtX> miles, from un'- lf 
Sigma had i^een blotted out of existence- 
before our Revolutionary war began, 
its light would still be shining aa 
though the star were yet in place-1

showers of sand, but the volcano is 
now calmer. The seismic instruments 
show* quieter records than Tuesday. I 
shall remain here as long as possible. 
If my words could Influence the pop­ 
ulation they would be words of en­ 
couragement and s\ rn pa thy. for I am 
most confident that Vesuvius will soon 
return to its normal condition."

About the middle of the seventeenth 
century Isaac de la IVyrere, in an odd 
little volum e entitled "The Pre-Adam­ 
ites," attempted to prove that there 
were two creations of men—the first on 
the sixth day of the week of creation, 
when “God created man male and fe­ 
male.” The rabbis interpret the above 
passage of holy writ as meaning that 
the first race of human tieing-, were 
creatures in which both sexes were 
united in the same individual. Accord­ 
ing to De la I'ey re re. Adam was the re­ 
sult of the second creation, the “male 
aud female” being having Peen the pro­ 
genitor of the gentiles, Adam the fa­ 
ther of the Jews. A great many peo­ 
ple fell in with the views of De la l'ey- 
rere, aud he was the lion of the hour. 
His followers were called "Pre-Adam­ 
ites.” and they increased in numbers 
rapidly until finally the movement be­ 
came so strong that the founder of th© 
sect was compelled to go to Rome and 
abjure his doctrine at the feet of Pope 
Alexander VII.

Soldiers Proved Themselves We rthy 
to Wear Italy’s Uniform*. 
Napier April ll.—Many tales a n 
told of heroic rescues on the part ot 
soldier® sent to the assistance of the 
sufferers from volcanic disaster at Ot 
tajano and elsewhere. 
One man rode 
his horse through the ashes, reacbin* 
up to Its flanks, at Ottajano, catlin* 
out: 
"Who want* help? 
Who want! 
help?” 
He was rewarded by hearinf 
a woman's voice reply in weak tones 
and, springing from his horse, the sol 
dier called a comrade to his assist 
ance. and floundered among the ashet 
until he arrived at the ruined walla ol 
a house, from which the voice seemed 
to come. As he made his way toward 
the building the aoldler shouted word! 
of encouragement, and, climbing over 
a heap of ruins and braving a top 
pling wall, he entered the building anc, 
In the cellar found the bodice of three 
children. 
Near them was a womar 
barely alive, who, by almost superbu 
man efforts, lasting for hours, succeed 
cd in freeing herself from the mass ol 
debris which had fallen upon her. The 
soldier picked the woman up in hie 
arms and carried her to a place ol 
safety, where it was found both llmbf 
were broken and she had been bad]; 
crushed about the body. It is believed 
she cannot live, although she endured 
further suffering for some time aftei 
ber rescue, owing to the difficulty ex 
perienced in finding a surgeon to ab 
tend to her. 
Naples Tuesday morning early had 
returned to her normal self. 
The d a ; ; 
was brilliant, the sky cloudless, th* J 
waters of the Mediterranean were bint' 
and unrippled in place of the melan 
choly grayness of the last few days 
and, better still, the menacing columr 
of smoke from Vesuvius had almosi 
disappeared, and though the sm allei, 
craters still gave forth smoke, the wind 
had turned it in another direction and 
an air of peace and spring time had 
spread over Naples and its vicinity 
But the scene of quiet was turned int< 
mourning later when the news of the 
collapse of the roof of Monte Olivetc 
market and the loss of life became 
known. 
The Duke of Aosta during Tuesday 
morning, in order to encourage the 
people, tried to visit

buried, or partly burled, under ashes 
but was unable to proceed in his mo 
tor car or on foot, so he tried horse 
back, and by making strenuous efforts 
succeeded in directing the work oi 
rescue and saving several people whc

A "Julian year" Is 365 days even. A 
"Gregorian year" Is 868.2425 days. 
The error in the Gregorian mode of 
time reckoning amounts to but one day 
in each 8.571 years.

It was Dean Swift who remarked 
that “he was a bold man that first ate 
an oyster.” but neither Iteau Swift dot 
any other lover of good eating Iihs been 
able to And records of any time. bow 
ever ancient, when oysters were not 
eaten, while there is ample proof that 
thousands of years ago rlpariuu man 
not only consumed these bivalves, but 
was very fond of them. 
I bus the 
"kjoekkenuioeddlnger*' or "kitchen ref­ 
use" along the Scandinavian coast* 
exhibits huge bills of oyster shells from 
which prehistoric men ate this succu­ 
lent mollusk at their feasts in the days 
of Thor and Odin. There is. of course, 
an interesting tradition which relates 
how, in those prehistoric days a roan 
clad in the skins of wild beasts ran 
barefooted along the shore of the sea.

D o m e s tic M ethod* la E n f U n S la th * 
F o a rte e a th C e n ta re . 
Carpets were unknown luxuries in 
England in the fourteenth century, but 
the fashion of strewing the apartments 
with rushes was being gradually aban­ 
doned. Hushes were still used in the 
retainer*’ hall, but for the better rooms 
sweet scented herbs and fragrant twigs 
were usually employed. 
Windows were apertures tilled with 
glass so as to admit light, but to ex­ 
clude wind. The walls also were fre 
quently bung with cloth or tapestry to 
protect the inmates of the room from 
the many currents of air that pene­ 
trated the strong but badly built walls. 
We learn from various ancient docu­ 
ments that It was the duty of the serv­ 
ing men and pages to sweep out the 
principal apartments, but as the use 
of water is rarely mentioned damp 
and fragrant leaves and twigs must 
have aided not only in collecting the 
dust hut also toward refreshing the 
atmosphere In such constantly closed 
rooms, fresh air being only admitted 
through the doors opening on to the 
battlements or balconies. 
From old inventories at Thurleigb 
and elsewhere we ascertain how scan­ 
tily furnished were these ambient man­ 
sions. although they seem to have been 
abundantly supplied with flagons and 
drinking cups in gold, silver and finely 
engraved pewter, besides an infinite 
number of black Jacks or cups made of 
leather.—London Standard.
